bers of your Association, that the One Hun- 
dred Guinea Cup, won by the yacht Ameri- 
ca, nt Cowos, England, August 22il, 1851, 
at the Kegatta of the lloyal Yacht Squad- 
dron, as u prim offered to yachts of all 
nations, has been presented' to the New 
York Yacht Club, subject to the following 
conditions viz : 


" Any organized Yacht Club of any for- 


eign country shall 
always be entitled, 


through any OIK? or more ofils members, to 
claim the right of sailing a match for this 
cup, with any yacht or any other vessel, of 
not less than thirly or more than three 
hundred tons, measured by the Custom 
lionseruleof the Country to which the ves- 
sel belongs. 


"The parties desiring to sail for the cun 


may make any match with the Yacht Cluo 
in possession of the same, that may be de- 
termined upon by mutual consent; but in 
case of disagreement as to terms, 
the 


match shall be sailed over the usual course 
for the annual regatta of the Yatch Club in 
possession 
of the cup,: and subject, to its 


rules and sailing regulations; the challeng- 
ing party being bound to give six months' 
notice, in writing, fixing the day they wish 
to start—this notice to embrace the length 
Custom House measurement, rig and name 
ot the vessel. 


"It is to be distinctly understood that the 


cup is to be the property of the Club, and 
not of the members thereof, or owners of the 
vessel winning it in a match, and that the 
condition of keeping it open, to be sailed 
for by Yacht Clubs, of all foreign countries, 
upon the terms above laid down, shall for- 
ever attach to it, thus making it perpetually 
a challenge cup, for friendly competiou be- 
tween foreign countries."
